Overall  employment  including  ship  repair  stands  at  1270,  an  increase  of 
32  employees  since  March  31,  1983.  Employment  increased  even  though 
there  was  a  loss  of  a  few  BMIP  tenants.  They  were:

These  companies  did  not  employ  many  Boston  residents.  Therefore,  the 
loss  of  these  tenants  coupled  with  a  small  increase  in  employment  led 
to  a  large  percentage  increase  in  Boston  resident  employment. 


Boston  residents  increased  from  46%  in  March  to  50%  in  June. 
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Employment  of  South  Boston  residents  remained  relatively  constant  at  9%, 
while  employment  of  minorities  increased  from  32%  to  34%.
